Widow Accused of Poisoning Her Hus- 


band Testifies H« Was Addicted to 
Drug and Drink and Made Her Lif* 
Miserable—Hint. He Killed Adopted 
Baby. 


Plymouth, Mass., Oct. 27.—Mrs. Jen 


nle May Eaton took the witness stand 
In her own behalf in her trial for tb« 
poisoning of her husband. Rear Ad- 
miral Joseph G. Baton, U. S. N., retlr 
ed. Her testimony was a severe at- 
tack upon the character of her sec- 
ond husband, whom she charged with 
drunkenness and of attempted undue 
familiarity with her daughter, Jun« 
Alnsworth. 


Mrs. Baton had not completed her 


direct testimony when court adjourn- 
ed. She will continue her testimony 
Monday morning. 
Throughout the 


great ordeal of the day, having been 
on the stand seven hours, she was cool 
and calm in the dramatic telling of 
the story of her life and the death ot 
Admiral Baton. 


Mrs. Eaton said she was thirty-nine 


years old and was born in Alexandria, 
Va. 
She attended school until she 


was sixteen 
She was later a tele- 


graph operator In the United States 
land office. She married in 1894 Henry 
Ainsworth, chief clerk in the inter- 
state commerce commission. Her hus- 
band lost bis position, she said, be- 
cause he drank excessively. She got 
him a position In Guthrie, Okla 
She 


went there with Dorothy, their second 
child.

Plymouth, Mass., Oct. 27.—Mrs. Jen 


nle May Eaton took the witness stand 
In her own behalf in her trial for tb« 
poisoning of her husband. Rear Ad- 
miral Joseph G. Baton, U. S. N., retlr 
ed. Her testimony was a severe at- 
tack upon the character of her sec- 
ond husband, whom she charged with 
drunkenness and of attempted undue 
familiarity with her daughter, Jun« 
Alnsworth. 


Mrs. Baton had not completed her 


direct testimony when court adjourn- 
ed. She will continue her testimony 
Monday morning. 
Throughout the 


great ordeal of the day, having been 
on the stand seven hours, she was cool 
and calm in the dramatic telling of 
the story of her life and the death ot 
Admiral Baton. 


Mrs. Eaton said she was thirty-nine 


years old and was born in Alexandria,

She attended school until she 


was sixteen 
She was later a tele- 


graph operator In the United States 
land office. She married in 1894 Henry 
Ainsworth, chief clerk in the inter- 
state commerce commission.
